SHANGHAI—(AP)—The Chinese Cruiser Chungking has gone 
to Russian-held Dairen, it was reported reliably today. The 
Nationalist Government’s largest warship deserted almost a month 
ago. 

The report came from a source who saw the ship at the Red- 
held Liaotung peninsula port and said she appeared to be un- 
damaged. Last week the Chungking—formerly the British Cruiser 
Aurora—was reported sunk by Nationalist planes for ignoring or- 
ders to return to South China.

SOEKABOEMI, Java—(AP)—Strong Republican’ guerrilla 
forces drove early today into the center of this West Java city and 
burned to the ground 18 shops before withdrawing under Dutch 
Army fire.

A great many view the pact as the 
only course this: nation and the other 
democracies safely can pursue.

It is essential that the public get the 
facts straight and make up its own mind. 
But it will be necessary to keep in mind 
one paramount, basic fact: Soviet Russia 
is committed to world revolution. It never 
has backed away from this aim in the 
slightest. Its course has deviated from 
time to time. It has tried infiltration, in- 
trigue, civil wars and other methods. The 
masters of the Kremlin arenot particular 
about the means employed. What they 
want to achieve is the end goal. 

There now are indications the Soviets 
will intensify their drive for power. 

This nation has, of necessity, thrown 
billions into the restoration of Western 
Europe. We have planted, as one Con- 
gressman described it, a luxuriant vege- 
table garden there which is beginning to 
flourish. It now becomes necessary for 
us to fence that garden off from maraud- 
ers lest they pick off the prizes we have 
nourished along. The Atlantic Pact 1s 
that fence. 

Actually, the pact merely formalizes an 
obligation which we would assume under 
any circumstances.

The Atlantic Pact will mean 
simply that we have made up our minds 
in advance not to appease and will fight 
first. 

But we fail to see that the agreement 
offers any provocation to Russia. It is 
true she* might use it as an excuse, but 
in that case she would find an excuse any- 
way. Even under the pact, the Western 
democracies do not present the same solid 
wall to the East as is presented the West 
by the Iron Curtain group, all of whom 
admittedly are controlled from the Krem- 
lin itself. 

In the face of Russia’s avowed determi- 
nation to dominate the world we think it 
would be foolhardy for the West to take 
any other course. 

We've got to protect the vegetable gar- 
den of gemocracy. If we fail to erect a 
fence we may come out some fine morn- 
ing and see our garden in ruins and the 
enemy at our own back door. . 


Dr. Boyd is the former dean of the 
School of Mines of the University of Colo- 
rado, one of the nation’s top-ranking min- 
ing schools. Lewis does not like him, how- 
ever, because he does not have the same 
influence with him as he had with the 
director’s predecessor. 


Lewis would like to be able to dictate 
the choice of a Mines Bureau director on 
the pretext that the union has a vested 
interest in the office because of its super- 
vision over mine safety regulations.

I Cannot Hear 
What You Say’

“What you do speaks so loud I cannot hear 
what you say,” said that sharp Transcendental- 
ist Ralph W. "merson, in debate with critics 

some years ago. 

The nhrase best expresses my feeling about the whole aspect 
of the filibuster in the United States Senate—not any one phase 
of it—but the whole. 

I am convinced, now as before, that the proposed poll tax repeal 
law, the antilynch legislation and the Fair Employment Practices 
Act are unconstitutional. I also believe an FEPC with Federal 
police powers would be not merely unworkable, but an opening 
wedge to supply many Federal bureaus with their own police 
forces, and would bé a most destructive and fearful step from 
that viewpoint. God help the nation the day we have a Federal 
police force. I do believe a committee, federally constituted, under 
the Labor Department, with powers similar to that of the Concilia- 
tion Board, would be helpful and -would accomplish what is. pos- 
sible in employment discriminations. It is entirely possible to 
conceive of a workable fair employment practice. Neither think- 
ing nor consideration should be limited to one proposal. 

Ri ht I have always believed that any right obtained by co- 

1g S ercion has less strength and permanence than one 
willed by the people concerned. Therefore, I felt all along that to 
grant to a simple majority the right to end debate in the Senate 
would be wrong and productive of damage to the nation. 

Any absolute power, either of a majority in a Congress, of a 
Hitler, Franco, Mussolini, or a court, is destructive of representative 
government. Therefore, it seemed to me that the effort to give 
to a simple majority in the Senate the right to end debate any 
time it chose to exercise that absolute power was not merely 
undesirable, but highly dangerous. It opened the door to all 
sorts of demagogic possibilities. No one knows what the mind 
of future majorities will be. In this country the right of a minor- 
ity is as necessary to defend and maintain as that of a majority. 


But exactly here we come upon the dilemma, the 
frustrating fact which obscured the filibuster, the 
factor which gives to us here in the South a certain guilt complex. 

Here, precisely, echoed Emerson’s words, “What you do speaks 
so loud I cannot hear what you say.” 

It is all right to speak out and say antilynch legislation is un- 
constitutional; that Federal Government has not the power dele- 
gated to it to take jurisdiction over one form of murder and not 
therefore over all forms of murder and crime. It is truth and it is 
right to say this is the duty ofeach State. It is proper, too, to 
say the Constitution expressly gives to the States the right to 
establish their own qualifications concerning elections, and there- 
fore the Federal Government may not itself take over that power. 
Acts But what we do speaks so loud that most of the nation 

cannot hear what we say. 

Because, if those premises be true, as I earnestly believe them 
to be, I just as earnestly believe it is as necessary for all those who 
have been saying so to speak as loudly in their own States for the 
State reforms. 

I cannot forget the four dead bodies in a field near the line 
between Walton and Oconee Counties, slain by a mob from both, 
and no guilty one ever brought to trial. I cannot forget the kill- 
ings of men for voting, or for owning an automobile. And most 
of all, I cannot forget that in none of these cases have the guilty 
ever been found guilty and punished. 


L aw So, while I believe an antilynch law to be unconstitutional 

because it is a concern of the State and is a responsibility 
delegated to the State, I cannot cheer with any sincerity a fight 
which is not a whole fight; one which ‘is made in Washington, 
D. C., and not in all the other States where it is needed. If the 
gentlemen from Arkansas, Mississippi and Alabama, as well as 
the other four States which have the poll tax, believe it is inde- 
fensible as a prerequisite to voting, as they inserted in debate, then 
let them say so at home and bring it to an end. 


This is the essence of our guilt complex—the com- 

Judgment plex of a good people who know what is right and 

instinctively want to do it—that we too often are not willing to do 

= say at home what we are willing to say and do away from 
ome, - 

That is why the South, with a skillfully achieved opening vic- 
tory, won without any resort to Bilboism, still may lose the final 
victory. 

The world judges us finally, as does a just and observing God, 
on what we do. Not what we say.

State Acheson, and I am in complete accord 
with it. 

“My friend Walter Judd (Representative from 
Minnesota and ranking Republican member of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee) considers China 
the most important issue in the world. I don’t 
agree with him. I can’t see it that way at all. 
I am frank to admit that I don’t know what our 
policy should be toward China. But I am sure 
that it should not be one of pouring more mil- 


- lions and arms into the chaotic and shattered Na- 


tionalist government. 


“It seems to me the sensible thing to do is | 
to wait and see what happens in China. We 
have no territorial ambitions there. We have 
no territorial ambitions anywhere. Our basic 
policy is peace and democracy and to help 


“Certain internal situations exist there that are 
serious stumbling blocks.

The Dairy Lobby Has Won a Round 


WASHINGTON—The public will not find it easy to understand the action of the House Agricul- 
ture Committee in voting to report out the type of bill it did to repeal the present obnoxious Federal 


taxes on the sale and distribution of oleomargarine. 


Perhaps there is only one way to explain it: 


The powerful dairying lobby is still able to make itself heard. Across the face of the bill, as re- 
ported, can clearly be seen the influence of the lobby. 


Here is what the bill does, believe it or not: 
(1) Removes all Federal taxes from margarine, 
as demanded by the housewives of the country, 
but (2) bars the shipment of colored margarine in 
interstate commerce. 


In other words, it is all right to manufac- 
ture yellow colored margarine free of the odi- 
ous Federal taxes, which the butter lobby had 
put on to protect their product from competi- 
tion, but its shipment to another State is ab- 
solutely barred. The States that do not have 
margarine manufacturing plants could only 
buy the pure white product. In some respects 
that is even worse than the present law, which 
at least permits the sale of the colored spread 
if the tax is paid. 


Back of the idea, of course, is a move on the 
part of the dairying interests to increase the manu- 
facturing costs of margarine. If every State had 
to have a margarine manufacturing plant, such 
plants would materially increase the cost of pro- 
ducing the product. It would mean that the 
manufacturer of colored margarine in one State, 
regardless of how good it was, could not ship his 
product to another State. Where does our free

controls. 

Sen. Myers, of Pennsylvania, deputy majority 
leader of the Senate, paid his respects to the latter 
group the other day in talking about the campaign 
to defeat further rent controls. He accused the 
“real estate lobby” of using Communistic tactics 
against any extension of the law. What he said 
is worth repeating: 

. “Cause confusion, cause turmoil, throw gim- 
micks into the works, sabotage every worthwhile 
proposal, and let’s have dog eat dog. The Com- 
munist Party works that way. ... The people then 
are supposed to turn to Communism in despair. 

“The real estate lobby has used that tactic 
and that technique in trying to prove that rent 
control can’t work and won‘t work in the hope 
that we will then turn to them for a solution of 
this grievous housing shortage. . . .

The new nation which the founding fathers brought forth was not dedicated to any such thing. 
It wasn’t even challenged. The founding fathers 


Slavery was an established, legal institution. 
regarded the African slaves as distinctly inferior 
men and Lincoln had no excuse to say that they 
recognized them as equals. That was just “cam- 
paign oratory.” 

The practices of slavery, such as the sale of 
individuals without legal regard for family ties, 
and selective extramarital breeding for the pur- 
pose of creating better and more valuable slaves, 
ridicule the contention that the founders of the 
new republic believed all men were created 
equal. The leading Americans of the time thor- 
oughly believed in the morality of slavery. They 
were mostly religious men, so it follows that 
they did not believe the slaves were even human 
beings with souls. The practices of slavery 
violated the moral teachings of Christianity, 
which was the prevailing religion, so we con- 
eludé that the founding fathers did not believe 
that the Negro was their equal even in the eyes 
ef. God. 

- Jt is now a controlling delusion and re-. 
sponsible for much confusion. The Consti- 
tution was 2 contract between the original 
States. Just as a — of workers may be 
naively imagined as banding together for 
certain common purposes, these States agreed 
to respect and support a general manage- 
ment to be elected by them. They debated 
long and in detail the powers proposed 
for the general management and they delib- 
erately limited those powers and wrote into 
the agreement the proviso that all powers not 
delegated to the United States nor prohibited 
te the States were reserved te the States, “or 
te the people.” 

‘The importance and character of the respec- 
tive States were asserted several times, show- 
ing that the founding fathers did not have any 
intention’ that the national Government should 
become the policeman, monitor and judge in 
the domestic affairs of the States. The concept 
_ of the “United States” as a single entity, a na- 
tion, is impressive in dealings with other na- 
tions. Other nations have learned that the na- 


tional Government speaks for all of the “United — 


’ States.” But they, and we, at home, have seen 
that the collective, national institution often 
speaks unwisely. In recent years it has spoken 
calamitously and absolutely without constitu- 
tional authority from the respective States. Yalta 
and Teheran were two such instances and there 
were others, as when Roosevelt ordered warships 
of the “United States” to fire on German war- 
ships engaged in a war with Great Britain, al

_ though Congress, which has the sole power to de- 


clare war, had not declared war. 

He knew he couldn’t get Congress to de- 
clare war, so he made war himself. 

The sturdy integrity of the respective States 
is asserted where the Constitution says that 
treason shall consist in levying war against 
“them.” If the founding fathers had been think- 
ing of the union as the main and only thing, 
they would have written that treason should con- 
sist in levying war against “it.” 


A few years ago, in the first Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, I thought it might be well for 
us to do away with the States and adopt an 
imitation of the French system of Depart- 
ments. The States were surrendering to the 
national Government, selling their sover- 
eignty and integrity for WPA boondoggzgles 
and, incidentally, the worst offenders were 
the Southern States, where a few months ago 
the States’ Rights Party began the campaign 
to recapture State sovereignty. Later I saw 
the beginning of the corruption in the cen- 
tralized power of the “United States” in 
Washington, and reneged. Since then the cam- 
paign to establish a small number of re- 
gional Tennessee Valley Authorities to blan- 
ket the whole country has been another ap- 
proach of the departmental plan of provinces 
or satrapies, all sapping, debilitating and, 
eventually, obliterating, the States. 


Although the Preamble says: “We the peo- 
ple of the United States,” that does not mean the 
people of the big union. It means the people 
States which are thus united in that 
union. The people of Nebraska, for example, or 
South Carolina, which are States combined to 
provide for the “common” defense, and so forth. 
There again, you feel that assertion of State 
sovereignty. ‘The founding fathers didn’t write 
“to provide for the national defense.” They 
wrote “common defense.”

The process, bearing the’ name 
of “farm chemurgy,” involves the 
industrial utilization of agricultur- 
al raw materials, and through its 
methods such items as corn cobs, 
rice hulls, sawdust, pine stumps, 

cane bagasse, citrus peels 

pu. pecan shells, and straw 

are ing transformed into per- 

fumes, plastics, nylon, wallboard 
and many other useful products. 


In such manner, stuff that once 
was burned, allowed to rot, or 
dumped in rivers has become of 
immense total value which is re- 


flected in payments made to the 
original producers and in the pay- 
rolls of manufacturing industries. 
Most of this progress has oc- 
curred in the past 10 years and 
represents the tangible results of 
research in a field that has been 
fostered chiefly by the National 
Farm Chemurgic Council, a non- 
profit organization of farmers, 
scientists and industrialists, which 
will hold its fourteenth annual na- 
tional conference on March 30-31, 
and April 1, in Memphis, Tenn. 


Despite the immense _ gains 
achieved in utilization of agricul- 
tural residues, the Council asserts 
that far more remains to be accom- 
plished in the future, and it com- 
mends the research organizations 
of the Government and of hun- 
dreds of companies for their in- 


creasing efforts which are contin-| th 


uing the progress. 

For example, it is estimated that 
about 200,000 tons of corn cobs 
now are used annually as indus- 
trial raw materials. Much of these 
are processed to yield furfural, a 
chemical used in oil refining and 
also as an ingredient in nylon. But 
because so vast a use hardly puts 
a dent ‘in the total supply of this 
crop residue—which otherwise is 
practically worthless — additional 
chemurgic purposes for cobs now 
are being sought. 

Rice hulls amount to about 300,- 
000 tons a year, and much of this 
is burned. Yet chemurgic research 
has shown they can be used in 
plastics, wallboard, and several 
other products, and a start has 
been made toward establishing 
such uses as commercial develop- 
ments. 

Already, citrus peels and pulp 
from Southern canning factories 
are being converted commercially 
into perfumes, flavorings and cat- 
tle feed, and can be also used for 
making alcohol. Likewise, sugar 
cane bagasse is yielding wax for 
phonograph records, and fibers 
for wallboard. Sawdust is going 
into synthetic wood panels, and pi- 
lot plant operations have demon- 
strated it can be used to yield al- 
cohol, cattle feed, and sugar fit 
even for human consumption. 

In another field of agro-indus- 
trial enterprise, commercial appli- 
cations now are being designed to 
implement the recent chemurgic 
discovery that straw and similar 
fiber residues can be used to man- 
ufacture newsprint paper, and it 
is expected a number of mills for 
this purpose will be constructed 
in agricultural regions within the 
next year or two. Because of the 
lower cost of the raw materials 
in straw-newsprint, the developers 
of the new process believe the 
product can be sold at a price 
about 40 percent less ‘than the 

t product which is made 
om wood pulp. 

But the demand for wood pulp, 
which itself is another chemurgic 

roduct, is not expected to suffer 
from straw competition. Other in- 
dustrial requirements for wood 
pulp steadily are increasing, and 


no end to this increase presently 
is in sight. Even the stumps of

This opinion 
was expressed by W. F. Hall, of 
Sparta, President of the Georgia 
Association of Soil Conservation 
District Supervisors. 


Corn Contests Prove 
Better Yields Possible

ATHENS—“Georgia’s 100-bush- 
el corn demonstrations furnish 
convincing proof that the average 
State yield in this important crop 
can be raised to 25 to 30 bushels 
per acre,” J. B. Preston, assistant 
agronomist for the State Exten- 
sion Service, said. | 

More than 3,600 farmers in the 
State have averaged over 50 bush- 
els per acre in corn demonstra- 
tions in the past fhree years, Pres- 
ton pointed out. In 1947 and 1948, 
247 of these farmers produced 
more than 100 bushels per acre 
on demonstration plots. 


Evidence of the progress al- 
ready made in increasing yields is 
shown by the fact that Georgia’s 
average per acre yield in 1948 
was 15% bushels, as compared to 
an average of 10 and 6-10ths bush- 
els for the 20-year period from 
1925 to 1946. Corn acreage has 
been reduced more than 1,000,000 
acres since 1940 with no decrease 
in production. 

To stress the importance of this 
progress, Preston pointed out that 
more land in Georgia is planted 
to. corn than any other crop, of 
3,173,000 acres in 1948. Value of 
$73,773,000 was second only to cot- 
ton and peanuts. 

Besides stimulating interest in 
corn production, the 100-bushel 
corn demonstrations have empha- 
sized production practices that are 
essential to increasing yields, the

Cultivation should be rapid 
from the time plants are large 
enough not to be covered by har- 
rowing or weeding until the corn 
is about two feet tall. When corn 
is 35 to 40 days old it should be 
side dressed with 200 or more 
pounds of nitrate of soda or its 
equivalent per acre.
